Shades of 1953! The FCC has turned around again and has 
started to de-incentive the bands again. In 1953, they can- 
celled the effects of the Advanced and Extra licenses and 
allowed full privileges to Generals. In 1968, they declared 
incentive licensing was the way to go and limited Generals 
to one-half the four HF bands. Extras were given an exclu- 
sive 50 kHz while Advanced and Extra had an additional 275 
kHz. In 1971, the FCC proposed more exclusive frequencies 
for the higher classlicense. In 1072, they gave the Advan- 
ced 45 kHz more and took 5 kHz away from the Extra! This 
is incentive licensing? Baloney! I wouldnot advise a phone 
operator to break his back to leam the code for the Extra 
ticket any longer. Just wait a couple of years and the FCC 
will wipe out the Extra phone sub-bands. 1972 will godown 
as the year the FCC made many goofs on new rules along 
with many good rules. 


| do want to apologize to the FCC on one statement | wrote 
last month. When a repeater operator wants to change his 
equipment, he does not have to modify his license and pay 
$4. But he does have to write the FCC with full details and 
wait a couple of months for them tomake up their mind if it's 
ok. A lot of wasted time either way. But they still figured 
a way to get your money. If a repeater owner wants fo add 
new control stations, each amateur station has to modify his 
license along with the modification of the control stations. 
So that's another 4 bucks for the repeater license and 4 bucks 
for each new control station. Remember, these are applica- 
tion fees. The FCC could still deny the applications and 
keep the money. And, as | stated last month, the money 


goes into the general fund for Congress to pass out, not to 
the FCC, 


The new rules on logging for mobiles and repeaters, VFO's 
for Novices are excellent examples of good newrules. For- 
tunately, the FCC realizes the new rules will have to be 
tried out and itis hoped that they will soon rectify their mis- 
takes on the bad ones.

OFFICIAL BULLETIN NR 394 FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS 


FCC has issued a policy statement easing compliance with the Repeater Docket Nr 18803. All amateur applications filed on or 
after October 17, 1972, must comply with the new rules. A station operating as a repeater station, and/or one authourized for 
remote control, whose license was granted as a result of an application filed prior to October 17, 1972, should comply with the 
new rules to the extent possible after that date, but must fully comply by no later than June 30, 1973. Applications for such sta- 
tions received prior to October 17, 1972 will only be granted authorization for operation through June 30, 1973. These stations 
and any other station whose license must be modified to comply with the new rules may file an application for modification for the 
balance of the original license term without payment of additional filing fees. If a renewal or additional privileges are requested, 
normal filing fees will be required. Applications for station license modification filed after April 30, 1973, may not be processed 
in time to permit continuity of operation. The granting of waiver requests except under the most exigent circumstances are not 
contemplated. The report and order and the rules speak of limiting repeater station coverage to intra~community amateur radio com= 
munication. In consonance with the rules limiting to two the number of repeater stations operating in tandem, intra-community is 
considered the maximum area covered by such a network. Beginning October 17, 1972, a license issued for a repeater station will 
authorize a call sign having the prefix WR followed by the number of the applicable FCC District. The suffix will be three letters 
assigned systematically starting with AAA. 


OFFICIAL BULLETIN NR 395 FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS 


More from FCC. Effective December 1, Docket 19245, the so called Eyebank matter, has been concluded by amendment of section 
97 .39 to remove the words quote nor for its use unquote. Third party traffic is prohibited if it involves material compensation, ei- 
ther tangible or intangible, direct or indirect to a third party, a station licensee, a control operator, or any other person. A new 
rule forbids the use of amateur radio in connection with any illegal activity. December QST will carry the full text. FCC has also 
issued a new notice of proposed rulemaking concerning possible limited compensation for control operators at club stations and poss= 
ible relaxation of the logging requirement for third-party communications, the latter of particular interest to repeater groups with 
autopatch. Comment date December 20, Text in December QST.

PHONE BANDS EXPAND ON 75 AND 40 METERS 
Effective November 22, 1972, the 75 meter phone band will be 25 kHz wider and the 40 meter band will be 50 kHz wider. According 
to the class of license, amateurs will have phone bands from 3775 kHz to 4000 kHz and from 7150 kHz to 7200 kHz. The FCC denied 


requests to expand the other HF phone bands due to pressure from other countries. 


Novices were moved down 50 kHz on 40 meters, had 50 kHz removed from 15 meters and were granted a new 100 kHz wide 10 meter 
band. The 2 meter band for Novices was deleted. Starting November 22, they can use VFO or crystal control. 


In their comments on the new rules, the FCC had much to say about the crowded phone bands. On page three they said, "Furthermore, 
we strongly urge that the VHF and UHF bands be utilized for all local radiocommunication; that the minimum power rules be strictly 
observed to minimize interference; that full carrier double sideband emission (AM) not be used in the lower four HF bands except in an 


emergency; and that all amateurs exercise good judgement and restraint when selecting a frequency and emission for thier operation". 


Thanks to Bob Workman, WA4ZZN, a chart with the new band allocations is included with this newsletter. (Please let either Bob or 
the RARS know if you find any errors or ommissions in the chart.)

Oscar 6 was finally slung into polar orbit at 1319 hours local on Sunday, 15 October. The first pass over Raleigh was at 1840 
hours. Sherm, WATZU, using his 40-80 inverted V wid a receiver amplifier from Dean on his 75A1 received CW on 29.45 but 
voice was rather garbled. He did hear a SSB stn but cod not get the call. Oscar 6 appears to have a life of about one year so 
we should all hr it if we try. It will make 7 passes copyable in Raleigh. Since it completes 12-1/2 orbits per day, there are two 
diferent time frames within which one can listen to Oscar. Table A below gives the times fer hearing the satellite in Raleigh on 


Monday, 16 October and every other day since. Table B gives the same data fer Tuesday, October 17, and every other day since. 
So Isn in on 29.45 MHz. (AII times EDST.)

Additional advertising and funds from our auctions will continue to help support our newsletter.
